 Prior to setting the wages for the county employees which are set by the Board, Chairman Brown read into the record 
the following statement: 
 

For the Record 
 

The County board will be approving pay raises for about 30 county employees today out of over 100 employees, most of them 
at the proposed $.25 cents.  The elected official’s base salaries are set once every 4 years with cost of living adjustments each 
year from a formula.  The officials will receive a 2.5% pay increase in January.  The next time the base is set for the officials 
will be before filings for public office this next year.   
 
The county road workers are represented by a union and their wages have not been set yet.   The rest of the county employee’s 
wages are set by the elected office official for whom they work.   
 
The County has very good employees.  They are the counties most important asset.  They do a very good job for the county.   
 
The cost of living for the last 12 months ending June 30, which is the counties fiscal year was just over 1% for the Midwest.  
The counties employees do not get any bonuses, profit sharing, commissions nor Christmas gifts.  The counties employees 
need to be treated fair.  I feel what is being proposed is fair and the County is not matching the City of York’s pay increases of 
3% and 3.75%.    
 
York County needed to makes some budget cuts to keep within the 2.5% lid limit and those cut have been made.  Some of the 
reasons for needing the cuts were large increase in health insurance cost, steel prices, gravel, rock, higher utilities including 
electric, city water & sewer, natural gas and fuel.  Other reasons were additional responsibilities for security cost for the court 
house and court rooms and more cost for social programs which is the counties responsibility.   
 
The major source of the county’s income is from property taxes unlike the city’s which has sales tax and property tax.   The 
county has other funds and some of those have shrunk this last year and is the main reason for needing to make cuts in the 
budget.  The highway allocation fund which comes from the state fuel tax and set by the State of Nebraska is about $100,000 
less.  Last year the county received several hundred thousand dollars from FEMA to do storm damage work which will not be 
available this year.  Granted the county did not get as much regular work done last year but the storm damage work done was 
paid in a good part by FEMA.    
 
The county will not receive any funds from the state BRO fund for bridge work nor will they receive any STP funds from the 
state for hard surface roads this year.  Any work done will need to be paid for completely from county funds.  The county is 
not receiving any stimulus funds either this year.  
 
The proposed budget not only stays within the 2.5% lid limit but also will be near last years levy of 30 mills, far below the max 
permitted.   Unlike a lot of counties and cities the managed cuts made by York County will not disrupt or compromise county 
services.  
 
 The Board discussed setting wages for the York County Deputies.  Included are Deputy Clerk, Treasurer, Assessor, 
Clerk of the District Court and Deputy Sheriff.  The Deputy Clerk of the District Court is in a probation period due to her date 
of hiring.  Her salary will be addressed at a later time. 
 
 Moved by Bulgrin, seconded by Bredenkamp that the Chief Deputy Sheriff receive a $.25 raise instead of a $.30 raise 
($21.65 per hour); roll call: yeas, Bulgrin, Bredenkamp, Neujahr and Brown; nays, Bergen; motion carried.
